FDP chairman HanspDictridi Genscher. 
who serves as vice chancellor and foreign 
minister, said his party was “very happy over 
this result” and said his caucus would not ask 
for more than the four cabinet pi>sis they hold 
in the current government. 

Preliminary, official results showed 
Schmidt's Sodal Democrats holding on to 
42.9 per cent of the 383 million votes for 2 1 8 
seats in the Bundest^. or pailiament. 

Strauss. Christian Democrat-Oiristian 
Sodal Union Alliance held its position as the 
sin^e largest party in the parliament, but suf- 
fered a loss of 17 seats to 226 for 44.5 per 
cent of the tally. 

The middle-of-the-road Free Democrats 
reaped an additional 14 seats to gain 53. or 
10.6 per cent of the vote, for their largest 
return in a national election since 1 96 1 when 
they captured 12.8 per cent. 

West German political commentators said 
the strong showing by the small but influen- 
tiai swing party strengthens Schmidt's 
chances to brake the radr^ left wing of hb 
own Sodal Democrats. 

As a member of the SPD's conservative 
wing, Schmidt has in the past been forced to 
resbt pressure from the left for suonger 
sodalbt programs by seeking oompromises 
with the FDP in order to retain power.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6 (Agendes) — 
Saudi Arabia would help defend any Arab 
country attacked by Iran in an expansion of 
the war with Iraq, Foreign Minbter Prince 
Saud Al-Faisal smd here. 

He desoibed Iranian threats against Gulf 
states which might support Iraq as “very 
unproductive.” but be added that Saudi 
Aralw took ^e threats serioudy. 

“ITiese statements only exacerbate the 
ataationC' he said in a televbion interview, 
on CBS Face the Nation program, Sunday. 
Saud noted that Iraq had not asked any Gulf 
country to intervene but he added: “ if they 
are attacked they have to defend them- 
selves.” 

Asked what would happen if. for example. 
Iran attacked Kuwait, Bahrain or some of the 
Gulf states. Prince Saud replied: “If Iran 
attadeed a brotherly country, thb would be 
an expansKKi the conflict and Saudi Arabia 
has reqxMiabilities as a member of the Arab 
League...” 

Asked whether Saudi Arabia would help 
defend tiiosc countries, be replied: “yes.” 

Saud said Saudi Arabia viewed witii anxi- 
ety the halt in oil production in Iraq and Iran, 
which together exported 3.5 million barrels a 
day to the Western industrialized world. He 


repeated a statement in an interview pub- 
Ibheil by the Washington Post Saturday that 
the Kingdom had decided to raise its own 
production above the current 9.5 million bar- 
rels a diy. 

But he refused to get involved in what he 
termed “a game of numbers*' and put any 
figure on the Saudi increase. He said Saudi 
Arabia had received positive responses in 
consultations with other Gulf states about 
production increases to make up for the 
shortfall caused by the war. Saudi Arabia 
hoped that other members of the organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) would also make up any shortfalls, 
he added. 

He said he believes that the United States 
could play a great part in estabibhing peace in 
tire Middle East by resolving the Palestinian 
problem and ending the conflict between the 
Arabs and Israel through a total, comprehen- 
sive settlement of the Palestinian problem 
and through direct contacts with the Palesti- 
nians. 

Saud affirmed that Saudi Arabia is tying to 
improve relations between Iraq and Iran by 
first ending die hostilities, then engaging in 
negotiations and estabibhing normal relaions 
between the two countries.

CAIRO, OcL 6(AP) — Police authorities 
disdosed that the underground Communist 
organization unccfvered.last week was reemv- 
ing funds and equipment from unnamed 
‘‘foreign powers” as well as from the so- 
called rejeetionzst front, the daily Al Ahram 
reported Sunday.

The arrest of the Communists was 
announced .Monday by Interior Minister 
Naba\ri IsmaiL He said at the time that the 
congress had connections with exiremist 
elements wthin the Palestine Uberation 
Oiganization. and the rejectionist fimnt 
which vehemently opposes Egypt's prace 
moves with Israel. It indudes Syria, Libya 
and South Yemeo.“Wc found pens that 
wrote witii invisible ink. and secret messages 
witii specific inscructioas to carry out sabot- 
age operations in Egypt -written on cigarette 
paper,” Ai Akntm quoted Rashidi as saying, 
as well as leaflets prepared for distribution 
critidzing the regime. 


On Monday the minister had announced 
that those arrested included members of the 
National Unionist Progressive Party. Egypt's

Iraqi warptances smashed two "jumbo 
jets" at .Mehrabad Airpon. a len- minute 
drive from Tehran and "sei ablaze" oil 
rerinerics and installations in Wesern and 
northern Iran, said a Baghdad miliuiry com- 
munique shortly after Iraq scrapped the 
ceasefire. 

In (he south, Iraqi troops appeared to con- 
intl the port of Khorramshahr in Iran us 
heavy fighting continued for the city. Foreign 
correspondents taken to the pon area Mon- 
day by Iraqis saw Iraqi Soviei-huili tanks lin- 
ing quayside, littered with burned-oui con- 
tainers next to smouldering warehouses. 

Iraqi soldiers, speaking as lank and 
machinc-gun fire resounded across the 
smokc-fillcd dty . said they won contml of the 
port Sunday. 

In Kharramshahr harbor lay the wreckage 
of two ships destroyed by artillery fire. South 
Korean. (lireek, Yugoslav and (i'hinese ves- 
sels were also in the harbor, some of them 
damaged.

A defense order put- 
ting all trucks and refrigerated trucks at the 
disposal of the Jordanian authorities was 
issued immediately after the return of King 
Hussein Sunday from a 24-hour visit to

to send the trucks and their drivers to any 
destination.

S. Arabia embassy in Beirut hit 


BEIRUT, Oct. 6 ( AP) — A single stick of 
dynamite tossed from a passing car rocked 
the grounds of the Saudi Arattian embassy 
here Sunday night, the fourth attack on 
Beirut diplomatic centers tince the outbreak 
of the Iran- Iraq war. guards at the scene said. 

There were no reported injuries, though an 
embassy employee said, “There was a lot of 
broken glass." 

Lebanese security at the embassy in mostly 
Muslim West Beirut refused to allow repor- 
ters onto the grounds. 

Stones set one aside another blocked the 
road to the side of the embas^ where the' 
dynamite went off. Slones or other such 
makeshift roadblocks are warning signals in 
this war-torn city to keep out. a gun battle or 
some such violence is imminent. 

The bombing likely represents another 
spill-over into this Mediterranean capital of 
the Iran-lraq war. There have been three 
embassy attacks in the past nine days. 

A series of rockets tore into the Iranian 
embassy last Wednesday night, followed a 
few hours later by a rocket attack on the 
nearby Iraqi embassy. 

No injuries were reported in those attacks, 
but both buildings sustained extensive dam- 
age. 


A group calling iSelf the.“Mujahedeen 
SafT claimed responsibiHiy for the attack on 
the Iraqi embassy. The same group claimed 
credit for loosing two rockets into the Ameri- 
(SU 1 embas^ here on the previous Friday 
m'ghi. There were no injuries in that attack. 


Seamen swim 


to flee Iran 


B.ASRA, Oct. 6 (R) — Fourteen Chin- 
ese seamen swam from Iran to Iraq Sun- 
day night after their freighter was shelled 
in the port of Khorramshahr. one of them 
said Sunday. 

Chung Huijiii said they swam 200 met- 
ers across the deep Shatt-al-Arab water- 
way undcrcovcrof darkness, as Iraqi artil- 
lery shelled' the town. 

Chung. 24, said the captain and 18 
crewmen were still on the ship. The Jialing 
Jiang. Some of them could not swim, he 
added. He said four of the crew were 
injured, two seriously, when a mortar 
bomb hit the ship Saturday. It had been in 
Khorramshahr for one month.

Surveillaace of aerial and naval developments 
is oiticaL And the Kingdom’s legioaa} and iotemational responsibility is 
being tested. In the midst of threats to <m 1 markets and supplies, Saudi Arabia 
has taken the inidative to increase its oil production. Eyeing the worirfs loss of 
about four million barrels of oil daily from Iraq and Iran, the Kingdom has 
acted to stabilize the worid energy market — and help maiwMin the stabili^ of 
the worid economy consequently. 

Nonetheless,. the woild shouldn't expect Saudi Aiatna to boost its produc- 
tion indefmitely. or overnight. Expert here have estimated thatproduction 
increases bfin^ng daily pomping to 1 2 milUon barrels should take about four 
weeks. 

One thing is dear, however. Saudi Arabia has acted out of its awareness of 
its imenntional responability. Increases azen’t needed* domesticaDy; the 
present 9.5 miOion barreb daily are more than suEBdent to satisfy the King- 
dom’s growdi plans. So whOe the war goes on, eveiy day it becomes mote and 
more an ene^ problem fadog the entire world.

Is Philippines heading for violent upheaval ?

MANILA — 

As the Phil^TpiQ^ marked the eig^'di atmivetsaty 
of omrtial law last moath, many Hfiptnos were . 
growiag increasingly nervous about the fiiture of 
their oounoy, whi^ some believe is heatfing toward 
a period of violent ui^eaval. 

"The peof^e have been iocrecfibly patient with 
this government so far" says a Roman catholic 
priest icdio has helped monitor the homan rights 
abuses duzing the ^ctatorial rule of President Ferr ...

"1 have purchased open air-tickets to 
America for myself and four members of my family 
just in case the situation does deteriorate to the 
extent that we have to get out "Several of my 
buoness friends have taken the same precautions "

supplies of food. The latest bomixng left one 
American tourist dead and 32 people injured. 

Marcos himself warned in a telev^on interview; 
"This anarchy is not going to help our people. We 
wili qud up like Cambodia " 

There was more than a touch of dramatic license 
to that statement, but certainly Marcos is faced by a 
broad spectrum of increasingly militant (^onents 
ranging from Communist msuxgents of ibe new 
People's Army, operating in half-a-dozen areas 
of tile counhy. to the newly formed National Con- 
venmifor Fteedonj[ a o^tion-of eight opposition 
■parties demanding an end to martial law and free 
and fair elections. 

Behind the coalition arc the Laurel brotiieis Jose 
Salvador of the Nacionalistas Party and the 
Liberal Party leader. Geiarde Roxhas. The father; 
oftfaeLaurels udRoshas wereformerpresideDts. 

*‘If Marcos refuses to lift martial law and call 
elections be is going to kill the last possible choice 
for a peaceful transition," said Jose Laurel in an in- 
terview in ifae.book-linedstudy of his Manila hodie. ' 
"That means be is asking for violence. 

"Marcos says the ccwntiy is foced with two 
choices. — eitter his dictatorship or Communism. 
We say there is a third choice wbuefa is democrat. 


We are trying to head off a violent oonfirontation 
but if he (tetroys our group he is heading for trou- 
ble." 

The influential CatitoUc Church is also backup 
calls for elections and the lifting of martial law as a 
means of heading off revolution. After saying mass 
to celebrate Marcos 63rd birthday recently, Carc& 
nal Sin warned the Blijnno leader. “The days 
ahead, as we all know, are critical. Prices are rising 
and hopes are foiling. We foced by crisis every- 
where.’* 

- Maorcre says he nray.be wiUiiig to lift maftial iaw' 
in tMarch if be is able to come to grips with the 
eigbt-year-old Muslim rebellion in the south of the 
country and the economy improves. Buttbe earliest 
date be has given for elections is 1984. Meanwlnle.

Diplomats here do not believe there is a quick 
remedy either for econoimc problem or tte south- 
ern i^ellion. Inflation is running at around 2S per 
cent, and the urban guerrilla bombiiigs also give 
Marcos an ideal excuse to continue with or even 
strengthen, martial law. 

The bombings are apparently the work a group 
of well-educated, middle-class youngsters who 
have links with radical Filipinos living in the United 


States. 

Marcos has reacted by ordering a 'dragDet of sus- 
pects, detention without trial ajid-tfie mtroductioa 
of massive securi^ ptecautipas. . 

If Marcos does make changes, the b^f is that 
they will be merely cosmetic. "1 think Marcos wiO 
shift his ground very rapidly and boyMmslelf some 
time,'* says one diplomat. "His strength ttsudi tint 
he does not face a major threat at present from^ 
one group." 

How long that will last is an open questioa.

Wth the loss of Western infliienoe in Vietnain 
and Cambodia and serious prc^lems in TfaaOand, 
the West has no wish to see similar developmeul in 
the Philqjpines. — (OFNS)

The eoonooiic crisis in Poland may be beyond a 
joke but Poles still go on jokmg about it A man is 
sent by his wife to look for meat He goes round a 
number of butchers' shc^ but fin£ only long 
queues or empty shelves. So in the last shop he 
e^lodes. He curses tile butchers, the Communists, * 
and the Rnssiaiis and then storms out 
He hasn't gone far when he feels a band on his 
shoulder. He turns to see a blaidc-faoed man who 
says: "Gtizen, you said some dangerous things fo 
diat butdiePs. You know wbat would have hap- 
pened to ycni in the old days? Bang! Bang! and it 
would have been all over. But we do things differ- 
entty now. *ntis is a warning. Don't be so stupid 
again.” 

The man rushes home where his wife asks him if 
he found any meat. "My dear, i^s far more serious 
than that Now they've run out of ammunition.” 
The savag^ of the humor reflects a growing 
impatience with the difficulties of everyday life, ah 
iinpatienoe which ran like a bass note through the 
drama of the Potidi strikes. All the strikes produced 
demands for better supplies in the shops; more

The danger now is that the strikes* success is 
going to make it much harder to solve the economic 
problems that were one of their main causes.

PoUtical necesst^ fliis may be but it is also 
ecooomic madness. Poland bas invested heavily in 
new imhistry over the past decade, but too much 


and too ipeffidently. This investment bas been lop- 
sided; transport, power, consumer goods and above 
aO agricuJmre have suffered so that the dassic 
monuments of heavy industry — steel mills, cbeou- 
cal refineries — might be builL 

The result is that on the home market there is frx> 
much money and too few goods and services. Sav- 
ings accounts grew bigger while Poles queue for 
years to buy a car and for hours to boy pork. Ttie 
strikers’ gains, on tbeir own, wiD only increase this 
imbalance. 

The government is now going to try to restore 
balance to the economy and to make it more effi- 
dent (some economists calculate tharindu^iy pro- 
duces only half as much as it could). .The signs are 
that it will try to decentralize the economy, reducing 
the power of the central planners and giving more 
freedom to tbeiactories tiiat must make the ooun- 
tiys wealfli. 

The central planners may be rductant to surren- 
der power, a senior Polish (^dal said, "but a gen- 
eral staff canot friactioo ^csently if it takes on to 
itself the funcDons of cos^any oommanders.” 

Welcome words for the reform economists. But 
they know very well diat. decentralization only 


works if you restore marks^t conditions in whid) ra 
enterprise can make prpfifo and losses. This 
means prices, too, must be real and not beaviij 
subsidized as they are in Poland. Last year the gov^ 
eroment subsidy on meat and meat piquets alone 
came to $3 billion. Steak costs'leu than a ddlar a 
ponpdL And wages must be pegged to real prodoo- 
tion. 

The only East European conn try that has puQM 
(rff this sort of reform is Hungary. Cu Poland do it? 
Some Polish economists, after the sfrikes, are not so 
sure.

. .In post-^ strike Poland there is the strong diance 
that reforms of riiis kind would be stopped on the 
factory floor.

The markef s the target

JEDDAH — If you are making a weekly 
shopping trek to the fnait and vegetable mar- 
ket to save money, it mi^t be worth consid- 
ering whether you are better off saving time 
instead. An Arab comparison of prices 
between the souk and a major supermarket 
shou's that the latter's prices are not much 
hi^er than what an expatriate pays at the 
former. Taking into account the greater 
accessibility of supermarkets the question 
arises : "is it worth the effon?" 

Hie major benefit of souk shopping would 
seem to be the quality and freshness of the 
more common in-season fruit and vegetables. 
Generally, prices certainly were not much 
different — and in some cases the supermar- 
ket price was better. A further bonus in at 
least one supermarket was its range of less 
usual items such as avacados and celery 
(although you have to be prepared to pay a 
price for the unusual !) 

General condusions on souk shopping for 
the expatriate would seem to be : ieam at 
least enough Arabic so that you can under- 
stand the prices ; know what price you wi>u} J 
pay in a supermarket so you know if you are 
getting a reasonable deal ; remember that 
you have to bargain. If you are new at the 
game take someone along who can bargain 
for you. Even so, be prepared for a higher 
asking price because you are an expatriate. 

On a list of 1 1 fruit and vegetable items. 
SRI7 was saved by shopping at the souk. 
Although SRI 7 is certainly worth saving it 
should be pointed out that SRU) of the saving 
came on iust two items. On a number of items 



prices varied by only SRI while one supers 
market price was actually cheaper. 

The best savings were to be had on 
tomatoes and cucumbers. In each case the 
price difference was SR5 a kilogram, a signif- 
icant saving considering the nutritional value 
of these two vegetables and the use to whidi ' 
they can be put in a hot climate. Surprisingly, 
there was little to be saved on basics sudi as 
patotoes, lettuce and shallots.Despite bar- 
gaining, souk prices did not differ from the 
supermarket price although items purchased 
at the souk were fresher. 

Items wfaidi showed little difference in 
price indvded bananas, melons, grapes and 
cauliflowers. Spinach was onutted from the 
list because of differences in pricing — the 
souk sold by the bunch and the supermarket 
by the kOo.' The souk spinadi appeared good 
value at SR2 bunch compared with the 
supermarkets SRIO per kilo. 

One item which showed a marked differ- 
ence in price, but is not induded on the list, 
was capsicum. At the souk one could buy 
capsium for SR7 kilo, but the supermarket 
price given was SR4U kilo. However, the cap- 
sicums on display were the more unusual red 
variety which would account for the' price 
difference. A supermarket price for green 
capsicum was not immediately available. 

The location of the souk is important if the 
true value of shopping there is to be evalu- 
ated. For those without ready access to tran^ 
port it could be regarded as out of the way, 
and, consideriDg the questionable savings, 
the trip might not be worth the effort 

The new fruit and vegetable market is 
located on the outskirts of Jeddah, on the way 
to Shorbatly Village. Continue down Prince 
Fahd Street past Prince Abdullah's palace 
and further on past the flyover. After a few 
hundred meters you should see on the right a 
well-worn track which leads on to a double 
lane street running off to the ri^t. The souk 
is a few hundred meters down this road on the 
right hand side.

New York spirit thrive:s for art 
as part of community's passion

NEW YORK.lOFNS) — Every summera 
wonilcrful open-air Festival of Free Theater 
aad Music is dedared in New York — for the 
people, and frequently by the people. 

People's art flourishes despite the falling 
doDar and rising inflation. Hie econonucs of 
it do not really matter. It is more a question of 
spirit — the Mil of the artistic community and 
those who subsidise it to reach out to the 
masses. 

Subsidies for free an are seen by New Y or- 
kers not as a form of cultural sideshow or 
tourist attraction, but as an essential part of 
the dty's life blood and redpe for survival. 

In fact, the passionate belief in this has led 
to an cxiruorJinary argument in which a 
$22.3,000 subsidy for a free Shakespeare pro- 
duction in Central Park was actually turned 
down becausc'thc money wasn't offered by 
the dty itself. The man who refused the sub- 
sidy •— and perhaps the only figure in subsid- 
ised theater Mth fee prestige and pig- 
beadedness to do so — was Joseph Papp. 

Papp is a controversial and quite legendary 
theater producer. The seven small theaters 
wifein his Public Theater in Greenwich have 
consistently produced some of the best new 
pla>'WTights and directors in America. 

However fee dty and federal subsidies for his 
productions, including his annual free 
9iake^)care in fee park, amount to only 10 
per cent c)f his budget. Each year, several 
millicin dollars more is provide by special 
grants from foundations, industry, fee weal- 
thy vhives of even wealthier husbands, and fee 
profits from Papp's comracrdal successes 
sudi as* A Chorus Line', which began life at 
his public feeaier. . . 

Now. with profits from *A Chorus Ijpe 
beriming to dwindle in fee context of riring 
costs and inflation, Papp's theaters, like so

production cuts. Why. then, did he refuse the 
subsidy for his free Shakespeare — and, to 
the bewilderment of many, cancel fee pro- 
duction? 

li wasn' t as if fee finance had been offered 
by a stage-struck mafioso or by an andent 
millionairefs wife acting ambitions. The 
$223,000 was offered by a respectable non- 
government group, fee Summer Arts Fund, 
which in turn helped to finance fee summer 
program of the Metropolitan C^era and fee 
New York Philharmonic (who were glad of 
fee help). 

The fund was set up on behalf of Mayor 
Koch by fee City Commissioner of Cultural 
Affairs, Henry Geldzahler. Geld^er's 
function was specifically to bail out institu- 
tions like Papp's, using funds mainly from 
private and foundation sources to make up 
fee difference caused by inffation and cuts in 
fee dty's arts program. 

When Mayor Koch was forced to cut back 
on subsidies, not only to Papp's theaters but 
to many other orgmiisaiioiis, Papp reluc- 
tantly accepted fee position. The dty v/as, 
and still is, in deep finandal trouble^ul in 
the howl (^protests feat followed fee cuts. 
Mayor Koch restored the grams to some and 
even increased them to others — wife fee 
' notable exception of his friend Papp, who felt 

betrayed. . „ 

Papp's refusal to be helped by fee Summer 
•Arts Fund goes to fee core of how arts sub- 
sidies should be managed. He argues feat fee 
arts should not be rescued penofecaUy by ad 
hoc organisations (which may or may not be 
around next year). Government has a 
responsibility to support fee arts on a perma- 
nent basis — regardless of inflation. 

Free Shake^are has been pan of fee a- 
tVs cultural life for years, and Papp’s cntics 
clmm his stubbornness has deprived about 
100,000 pet^le from seeing it this year.

OPEC after basket 
of 16 currencies 


NEW YORK, Oct. 6 ( AP) — llie Oxg^ 
izadon of Peti^eum Exporting Countries 
plans to abxmdoD the dollar standard and 
switch to basket of 16 currencies" for all its 
oil transactions, reports a New Yoric-based 
energy publication. In a copyright story. The 
Energy Vser Neies said in its Monday edition 
that the OPEC move "could have a stagger* 
ing effect on oil prices in the U.S. should the 
dollar decline in intenoationaJ money mar- 
kets," 

Theeurrent OPEC priving system calls for 
all payments to be made in dollars. The prop- 
os^ system "would weight each currency, all 
valued against each other, to come up with an 
average," said Harvey Morris of Harvey 
Morris Associates, an energy consulting firm 
in New Jersey. 

Then if the dollar dropped against the 
(West German) mark, for example, the 
OPEC aver^ wouldn' t change, but the cost 
of oil to the'U.S. would go up accordingly.*' 

A source from the OPEC delegations, 
quoted in the publication, explained the 
"basket of currendcs" proposal this way: 

Each individual country in OPEC would 
then be free to accept what currency they had 
need for in payment for their oil. If Kuwaitis 
needed Volkswagens, for example they could 
accept marks for their oil." 

Hie new pridng system has not been 
announced offidally because of turmoil 


caused by the Iran-Iraq conflict, according to 
the source. 

Oil industry analysts comsulted by Aiergy 
New^ said the new OPEC system wo^d mean 
that if the value of the dolUr frdls in relation 
to other currendes, the real price of ob win 
rise in the United States if the value of the 
dollar goes up, the price of oil will go down. 

For example, were the dollar to drop 10 
per cent in value against the other basket 
oirreodes, oil prices here would IQ per 
cent, adding «bout $3.50 to the cost of a Iw- 
rel of crude and 7 to 9 ceha to the price of a 
gallon of g^lioe, said the publication. 

Meanwhile, Italian Treasury Minister 
Filippo Maria Pandolfi, who is alM diairman 
of the policy-making interim committee of 
the International Monetary Fund, told the 
conference later that oil exporting countries 
in- 1980 will have a total of $115 billioa of 
un^nt revenues. 

lliird World countries that do not export 
oil will have a total current account defidt of 
$68 billion this year, Pandolfi said. 

Italian President Sandro Pertini sent a 
telegram to the conference expressmg his 
strong desire to see a qiuck and peaceful end 
to the current Iran-Iraq war. 

"This bitter oohtroversy constitutes a grave 
threat to peace and my greatest hope is to see 
it resolved as soon as possible at the negotiat- 
ing table," Pertini said.

Brazil expected to seek IMF help 


LONDON, OcL 6 (OFNS) — BraziTs 
economic supremo, Antonio Delfim Neto, 
has admitted for the first time that his country 
may have to seek help from the International 
Monetary Fund to stave off BraziTs huge 
debts. The piessuzes of large-scale borrowing 
to develop the national economy, and of a 
soaring oil inqiort bill are the reasons why 
Delfim, on a recent visit to London, departed 
from his long-maintained insistence that 
Brazil would never call back on the IMF. The 
departure has been revealed in the Ladn 
Amaiea Weddy R^ort, 

Delfim made it dear, however, ±at Brazil 
would agitate for radical reforms of the inter- 
national finandal system — as odier Third 
World countries are already doing — before 
it started any negotiations with the IMF. 

Brazil is dearly in bad trouble and being 
heavily pressed to diange course. Officials of 
the American bank. Wells Fargo, were in 
Brazil recently and disdosed that .the bank 
had lent $9 biUion to the country but expre- 
ssed a lack of confidence in Delfinfs 

India, to supply 
electrical gear 

KARACHI, OcL 6 (AP) — India will sup- 
ply neighboring Pakistan witii engineering 
arid electrical equipment, worth about one 
million dollars, the Pakistan News Agency 
reported Monday. India and Pakistan have 
often had hostile relations since th^ were 
grated independence from Britain in 1947. 
Diplomatic relations at the an^Tassadorial 
level, severed during the war in 1971, were 
restablisiied in 1976. 

The Pakistan News Agency said that the 
Indian equipment would be supplied to the 
water and power development authority in 
Pakistan under finandng by the World Bank. 
The Indian bid was the lowest of those sub- 
mitted, the agency said. 

Indian sources in Karachi said that the 
equipment would be tran^>orted to Pakistan 
1^ toad over the n«t 12 to 18 mraths.

It will end 1980 widi 
a trade defidt of $2 billion and a current 
account defidt of about $1 1 bOiioo — iriiidi 
win only be kept even to that level by con- 
tracting more foreign loans and udng iq> 
much of the foreign exdiange reserves. (The 
current account defidt is ejqiected to readi

Delfim and his aides, however, are confi- 
dent about ±eir long-term strategy. The plan 
is to encour^ heavy inves&nent in agricul- 
tural and mining. They believe that tiiese 
investments will eventuaUy guarantee large 
trade surpluses and gradually bring the bal- 
ance of payments ba^ into line.

— little oO has been discovered, and it has to 
buy 80 per Mat of its oil from abroad. 

Delfim's aides arc also confident dxmt 
their long-term strategy to reduce oil inqiort 
costs. Bxaiil is one of the few countries in die 
worid to be investing heavily in a renewable 
form of energy; It hopes to be running most 
of its vehides on alct^ol produced from sugar 
cane wi thin a few years. 

Brazil has 115 million pec^ie and vaa 
potential. Tbe very rize and complexity of its 
economy would severely test- tiie IMFs 
capadty to put the .brakes on with deflatio- 
nary policies. But in' the short term, vfiatever 
the optimistic planners are to, Brazil foces 

enormous burdens. 

Delfim, by no means unrealistically, raises 
the prospect <cf a generalized default on foie- 
i^ debts by oil-'importing Third World coun- 
tries — a possibility that makes bankers wake 
up in a cold sweat.. .

Britain's richest 


family skips tax 


LONDON. Oct. 6 (AFP) — The richest 
family in England paid only about $24 in 
income taxes during a 60-year period by tak- 
ing advantage of a loc^hole in British tax 
laws, the Sundry Times said. 

The Vesteys family, pillar of the British 
'‘establishment" and owmer of a vast indus- 
trial and commercial empire, avoided paying 
nearly S2.4 million in taxes by transferring 
their income to trustees living abroad, espe- 
dally in Uruguay. Under British law, these 
lru.stees can deposit these funds in Britain 
without being considered income.

The committee also put its seal of approval 
“in prindple" on the new independent trade 
unions, the MKZ, which emerged from the 
lengthy strikes in Gdansk and elsevriiere, but 
the cautious steps towards a coirq>lete policy 
have still a long way to go. 

Several q>eakers urged the careful integra- 
tion of the MKZ into the system to avoid 
“oonfrotaaons" but it remains to be seen 
whether the unions will accept.

Blunt, businesslike, SchnUdt personifies pragmatic W. Germany 



Chancdlor Sdiiriidt 


BONN, Oct. 6(R) — Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt, a cool blunt-^eaking and busines- 
slike northerner, sees himself as West Ger- 
many's navigator through economic and 
political troubles. "The Mot Must Stay On 
Board" was one of the most catdiy slogans 
his Social Democratic Party (SPO) used to 
push the 61-year-old chancellor into the 
for^ound of postwar Germany's most per- 
sonalized election campaign. 

Although his coafiooo partners, the Free 
Democrats (FDP), made the more q>ectacu- 
largains, the government parties' victory was 
also a solid endorsement for Schmidt, who 
turned a conservative tide in West German 
politics to his own advantage. He succeeded 
in cODvindng voters that he represented sec- 
urity and continuity wfaOe his right-wing 
opponent. Bavarian Premier Franz Josef 
Strauss, stood for risky dtange. 

Son of a Hamburg sfooolteacfaer, Sdimidt 
replaced SPO Chairman Willy Brandt in foe 
chancellery in 1 974, just as foe West German 
eronomy was feeling the first wounds of foe 
oil price explosion. 

It was a time for retrendiment, the end of a 
hectic period of “Osqxrlitik" — raprodie- 
ment with Communist East Germany and 
Eastern Europe — and of sometimes con- 
troversial domestic reforms. 

Beset by the effects of a worid econonuc 
crisis, the new chancellor barely survived foe 
1976 general election wifo his coalition's 
majority slashed from 46 to 11. Sdimidt 


spent much of the first two years in office 
wrestling with the economy, a task for which 
Brandt bad shown little enthusiasm, and 
spent less time initially on foreign policy. 

But b'l^oV^ by a close politick friendship 
with FrfeRaT^idem Valery Giscard d* Esta^ 
ing, the chancellor graduaUy began to give his 
oouQtiy's international econooiic wei^t gre-

King refuses Martens’ resignation 


BRUSSELS. Oct. 6 (AFP) — Belgium's 
King Baudouin has refusci^to accept the res- 
ignutiop of Premier Wilfried Martens' gov- 
cmnicnt, and has asked the coalition gov- 
ernment to make a “lust effort" at smoothing 
cut its differences, a royal palace bulletin 
announced. 

Last night, the king said he was reserving 
judgment on the government's resignation 
offer. He then met with leaders of the big 
political parties and early Sunday conferred 
with Manens. , to ask for the new attempt at 

rjcondiation. 

The government has been all but paralyzed 
since 'Tuesday by Liberal opposition to the 
Christian Socialist premier' s economic prog- 
ram, which they call insufficient, particularly 
on social security. Political observers said a 
preliminary agreement may have been 
reached by political leaders during their 
meeting with the king, but during numerous 


television and radio interviews party heads 
expressed the same stFongly^ofposed posi- 
tions. 

Martens had said after presenting his res- 
ignation to King Baudouin that the disag- 
reements among the coalition French and 
Flemish Christian Sodalisis, Sodalisis and 
LJberals had become so pronounced during 
Saturday s last-ditdi cabinet meeting that he 
had had no recourse but to submit the resig- 
nations of his entire team. 

Martens* controveraaJ economic program 
calls for huge budget cuts in 1981, to be 
arrivedat by tightening spending, stepping up 
the fight against fiscal fraud and by social 
security reform. It calls, too, for several emp- 
loyment measures, construction aid, public 
investment and economizing eaeigy. The 
current government was formed on May 18 
of thi' year, the third during Martens' pre- 
miership. He asKimed the post in April 1 979. 


Rancor stalls hunt for U.S. dead 


BANGKOK. Oct. 6 (AFP) — Efforts to 
find the remains of Americans missing in 
action during the Vietnam war have virtually 
halted because of disagreement and mutual 
suspicton.Amcrican offidals from Bangkok 
who visited Hanoi last week to try to resolve 
outstanding cases said on their return Mon- 
day that, in addition, the Vietnamese con- 
sider U.S. aid to Peking- as “hostile acts ” 

The two officials — one a senior military 
officer — said the Vietnamese authorities 
had turned down regular meetings, which the 
Americans requested, in favor dt infr^uent 
meetings “as the twasion iir need arises." 

1 1 is now more thaif two years since the lust 
American remains were returned to foe U.S. 
only just over 1 UU bodies have been sent back 
since 1973 and there arc still some 2.500 


listed as missing. Most have now been regis- 
tered as “presumed killed" because of 
foe lapse of time and foe lack of infonnatioa. 

The Ameriean officials, attached to foe 
Bangkok office of the Jmnt Casualty Resolu- 
tion Center, met Vu Hoang, fae^ of foe 
Vietnamese office for seeldng missing per^ 
sonnel. who promised to continue searching 
in . Vietnam. Laos and Cambexiia for foe 
remains of missing Americans.
